Charles Lott, chairman of the 
Coffee County Water Authority

He said Phase I 
was completed in September 
2004 and Phase II was complet- 
ed in May. 2006. In all, he said 
over 200 miles of pipe was 
installed in the county. 

Lott: said: the water authority 
has approximately 1,400 water 
customers and three full-time 
employees. 

“The board members like to 
think we've completed our main 
mission,” said Lott, 

He said that mission was to 
get water to those who request- 
ed it, or at least, to the majority 
of them. However, he did 
acknowledge there have been 
some complaints regarding high 
rates for the service. 

Therefore, Lott offered some 
reasons for the high rates during 
Monday’s meeting. 

He said the rate for the first 
2,000 gallons of water used is 


$18.50 per month. The cost is 


$4.50 per. thousand for the next 
3,000: gallons and ‘$3. per’ thou- 
sand for all over 5,000 gallons 
used, 

“I: believe. some of the com- 
plaints. come from’ many rural 
customers never having had to 
pay for such ‘a service,” Lott 
said, “They’ve just got to get 
accustomed to paying for water 
service.”

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing Monday evening was upbeat 
until Mayor James Grimes gave 
a progress réport on the finan- 
cial outlook for the next fiscal 
year, beginning November Ist, 
2006, 

Grimes noted the problems he 
and the council would be facing 
in working an income shortfall 
of $175,000 to. $200,000. into 
the budget for the next year 
without cutting necessary serv- 
ices to Elba citizens. The mayor 
told council members he was 
well into planning the new 
budget and things just don’t 
look good, “It will be a bare 
bones budget with no frills at 
all.” 

The council approved a rec- 
ommended amendment to the 
employee personnel manual, 
This change will give an 
employee “light duty work”, 
when ordered by a doctor, only 
when there is such work avail- 
able in the department the work- 
er is assigned. 

The council also approved a 
retail. beer off-premises license 
to A W Herndon Oil Company.

Birthday of the Church 


Various Christian denominations commemorated the Feast of 
Pentecost or just simply “Pentecost”, We would do well to remem- 
ber that it was a Jewish holiday even before the church was estab- 
lished, The name Pentecost comes from the Greek word for “fifty”, 
but the Jewish name is Shavuot - méaning weeks or sevens. 

However, for many Christians today this day has a double signif- 
icance., Actually Pentecost was the “birthday of the church” — the 
welding together of Spirit led disciples into the living body of 
Christ, carrying out the mandate of Jesus to spread the gospel, Also, 
this day is when we celebrate the glorious outpouring in the upper- 
room in Jerusalem where the 120 faithful followers of Christ had 
gathered as the Lord had commanded. 

This outpouring recorded in Acts 2:4 is when the Third Person of 
the Trinity, God the Holy Ghost, was sent to abide with mankind to 
be his comforter, teacher, guide, wisdom-giver, and helper in all sit- 
uations, (John 14:25-27; Acts 2:4, Acts 1:8) 

The event of Pentecost was the “birthday” of the Church which is 
the living body of Christ doing as the Holy Spirit directs to fulfill 
the commands of Christ. This visible manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit upon the disciples signaled the beginning of the spiritual body 
of faith in Christ. At this time the believers in Christ were bonded 
together, not by rules, but by the Holy Spirit within them. This orig- 
inal day of Pentecost when the Holy Spirit was manifested among 
the early Jewish Believers became the catalyst for many to put their 
faith in God's Messiah. ‘Those pilgrims at Jerusalem for the feast of 
Pentecost who heard and réceived the good news of salvation joy- 
fully brought it back to their native lands. There it was received by 
Gentiles as well as other Jews, and the Church became established 
in Jerusalem and abroad through this outpouring of the Holy Spirit. 

Some today may think that the primary purpose of the Church is 
to provide a place for people to worship and enjoy God. Not so! 
With the empowerment God gave at Pentecost He wants an active, 
dynamic church to bring HIS message of salvation to all who will 
hear. He wants us to go out among those who do not know Christ 
to tell them, in the power of the Holy Spirit, of God's salvation.

The best way to reduce mosquito bites on an outing Is 19 dress 
properly, Long sleeve, loose fitting shirts with a turn-up collar and 
long, loose fitting pants are a must T he material should be (tiihtly 
woven, If you wear a thin shirt, wear a P-shirt underneath 

Tests have proven that light colored clothing attracts fewer mos 
quitoes than darker ones. Khaki, tan, light green and white seem tO 
be the least attractive to mosquitoes and other flying inseets, 

If the mosquitoes are really bad, purchase a mosquito head net 
and wear it over a wide brimmed hat, It will feel a little awkward 


at first; but it can be a godsend when you are getting bitten on the 
neck and ears, Covering the body from head to toe will Keep mos 
quito bites to a minimum, but what if you are out in hot weather and 
just can't stand all the extra clothing? Its’ time to put on the insect 
repellent. igi . i 

The most popular insect repellent 1s DEET. | prefer to use insect 


repellent containing 30 % DEET or slightly less. Since the chemi 

cal is toxic and can be absorbed through the skin, care must he taken 
when using it.
